However, the edema returned, and one day prior ad- 
mission, pruritic rash developed the patient’s head.

Physical Examination—First admission: Physical exam- 
ination revealed well developed, well nourished, obese 
white male with marked swelling the face and puffiness 
the eyes. His weight was 190 pounds and height 
inches. Blood pressure admission was 134/84, tempera- 
ture 100.8, and pulse rate 96. examination the lungs 
revealed basal rales bilaterally with decrease breath 
sounds and dullness percussion, The heart sounds were 
faint with audible murmurs. P-2 was greater than A-2. 
small papular rash was present over the scalp and the 
lower legs. 
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Laboratory data revealed white count ranging from 
7,000 11,900 with normal differential, red count 5.4 
and 5.86 million RBC and 16-17.3 grams hemoglobin. The 
sedimentation rate was Urinalyses showed trace 
albumin with occasional WBC’s. The urine varied from 
5-6; serum albumin 3.4, globulin 1.5, BUN mgs. per cent; 
33.9 mEq/L, calcium mEq, chlorides and 
total base 150 mEq. Urea clearance per cent normal. 
EKG’s were compatible with right ventricular hypertrophy. 
X-rays the chest were reported cardiac enlargement 
compatible with mitral disease due rheumatic heart 
Lutembacher complex. Fluoroscopy revealed enlarge- 
ment all chambers. 

Therapy during hospitalization consisted 
diuretics and low salt diet resulting almost complete 
loss the edema. The venous pressure prior treatment 
was 260 mm. and the circulation time seconds. 

The patient was discharged January 1951 with 
diagnosis heart disease undetermined etiology. 

The patient’s second admission the hospital was from 
June 13, 1953 August 11, 1953 because persistent 
edema, swelling the abdomen, and shortness breath. 
Physical examination revealed the patient cyanotic 
but acute distress. The blood pressure was 120/80 
and pulse rate 100. Rales were present the lung base 
and cardiac enlargement was noted. The second pulmonic 
sound was accentuated was the mitral second sound. 
murmurs were audible. Considerable ascites was present 
and the liver was down fingers. There was edema 
from the knees down. 

Laboratory examinations revealed the hemoglobin 
20.4 gm., the hematocrit 75. The red count was 6.46 million. 
The white count was normal. Chest films showed cardiac 
enlargement with mitral configuration the heart. The 
pulmonary vascular markings were prominent. EKG again 
showed R.V.H. Pulmonary function studies were follows: 

Vital capacity: 2,986 cc. (estimated normal 4,400 cc.). 
Inspiratory reserve: 1,410 cc. Resting tidal volume: 580 cc. 
Expiratory reserve: 995 cc. Maximal breathing capacity: 

98.72 (estimated normal 143.2 L/min.). Breath 
holding time after moderate inspiration: seconds. 


Arterial blood studies:

Oxygen content 20.04 26.83 vol. per cent 
Oxygen capacity 27.47 27.50 vol. per cent 
Oxygen saturation per cent 


The patient again diuresed low salt diet, diuretics 
and bed rest. was digitalized because persistent 
tachycardia with slowing his pulse. was presented 
Dr. Griffith July who felt the patient may have 
Eisenmenger complex. was catheterized July 
and found have high pressure the right ventricle. 
The values obtained revealed PAP 58/38. RVP 27/7 and 
56/10, and RAP was discharged August 11, 1953 
digitalis therapy with change his diagnosis. 

During his third admission beginning June 1954 for 
similar complaints, polycythemia was again noted with 
normal white count and one platelet count 160,000. 
August 25, 1954 plasma volume determination was 
ml./kg. and blood volume was 165 During this 
admission, loud harsh systolic murmur was heard along 
the left sternal border the second and third intercostal 
spaces. was described loud and greater than A2. 
The murmur disappeared the patient improved. 

Pulmonary function studies June 24, 1954 revealed: 
Vital capacity: 2,074—estimated normal 4,650. Inspiratory 
capacity: 1,866. Tidal volume: 290. Expiratory residual: 


207. Maximum breathing capacity 50.5 1/min.---normal 
150. Residual air Breath seconds, 

saturation studies done June 15, 1954 revealed 
the following: Patient’s basal 39.8 per cent. After 1.5 min- 
utes exercise 61.2 per cent. After minutes per cent. 
Five minutes after 69.75 per cent. 

gingival biopsy August 12, 1954 was negative for 
amyloidosis. Angiocardiography August revealed 
distended superior vena cava and large right auricle and 
ventricle. The pulmonary arteries were quite large, par- 
ticularly the right. The left side was not well demonstrated 
but suggested large left atrium. 

Cardiac catheterization September 1954 reported 
P.A. 79/49 and 64/35, 41/12. 

The patient responded slowly but adequately cardiac 
regimen digitalis, bed rest and diuretics, The final im- 
pression that time was that the patient had primary 
pulmonary pathology. Shunts, diffusion defect, primary 
pulmonary hypertension, and Hamman Rich syndrome were 
considered. The patient was discharged October 1954. 

January 19, 1955, the patient was again admitted 
because marked edema the legs and abdomen, 
pounds weight gain, and exertional dyspnea. 
noted that the intervals subjective good health were 
becoming shorter. X-rays during the admission showed 
increasing cardiac enlargement, particularly the right 
ventricle and EKG’s showed marked R.V.H. with strain. 
lung biopsy April 19, 1955 was reported normal. 
EEG’s revealed diffuse slow dysrhythmia which could not 
attributed Electrophoretic pattern and 
hemoglobin typing were normal. 

Fishberg concentration test was follows: Specimen 
No. 145 cc. with specific gravity 1.010. Specimen No. 
165 cc. with specific gravity 1.011. Specimen No. 
130 cc. with specific gravity 1.008. Urea clearance was 
per cent average maximum with BUN mgm. 
per cent. P.S.P. test was per cent excretion 
minutes. 

March 15, 1955, the patient was seen consultation 
Dr. Motley who did extensive pulmonary function 
studies. His findings revealed normal lung volume deter- 
minations. The arterial blood measurements and pulmonary 
ventilation measurements revealed gross inadequacy 
alveolar ventilation both rest and with step-up exercises. 
was also demonstrated with voluntary -deep fast breath- 
ing that the arterial blood oxygen saturation was increased 
normal. This was interesting observation since was 
noted Dr. Rappaport and others that the patient never 
seemed take deep breaths; fact, appeared 
were not breathing. 

during previous admissions, the patient responded 
well bed rest, low sodium diet, digitalis, and diuretics. 
was discharged June 1955 with the diagnosis 
pulmonary hypertension with cor pulmonale and hypoven- 
tilation pulmonary alveoli undetermined cause. 

The patient’s fifth and final admission was July 30, 
1956. The patient did well until two months prior ad- 
mission when began noting ankle swelling and shortness 
breath which did not disappear with diuretics, the 
day before admission, noted squeezing pain the chest 
which radiated the neck and lasted minutes. 
returned for short while five six hours later. Physical 
findings revealed the patient moderately cyanotic but 
with slow shallow respirations. Crepitant rales were heard 
throughout the lungs. Grade systolic murmur was 
heard the apex, and precordial friction rub was present. 
The blood pressure was 110/80, and the pulse rate 96. The 
liver was enlarged, but ascites was present. There was 
cyanosis and pitting edema the lower extremities. 
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Laboratory findings again revealed polycythemia, Urine 
examination revealed albumin and specific gravity 
1.010. The BUN was mgs. per cent, prep was 
negative. The BUN rose ten days after admission 102 mgs. 
per cent. This rise was associated with hypotension and 
anuria for two days. Chest x-rays showed huge heart and 
fluoroscopy, pulsations were The patient failed 
respond diuretics and phlebotomy. rocking bed, 
intermittent positive pressure and respirator were 
ineffectual improving the patient’s respiratory difficulty. 
Large amounts levophed were necessary maintain his 
blood pressure. continued deteriorate and expired 
6:00 p.m. August 1956. 


4:15—CASE No. 


H.B., 59-year-old caucasian executive was apparently 
well until seven days before admission the hospital when, 
while playing bridge, was noted that could not speak 
coherently. had worked until the previous day and had 
noted only vague headaches that day. After the onset 
the speech difficulty, had intermittent left frontal tem- 
poral headaches; these became progressively worse and 
required opiates for relief. His clumsiness speech in- 
creased markedly about two days prior admission. His 
physician gave him dicumerol and niacin, and followed 
this treatment with the aid serial prothrombin times. 

his past history, cervical disk syndrome 1946 was 
treated apparently successfully with neck traction. 1951 
showed intermittent epigastric pain and x-ray evidence 
duodenal ulcer, asymptomatic since 1951. July 
1957 suffered episode called “flu.” This was followed 
painful, swollen, purulent skin lesions involving the right 
ear and adjacent region and was diagnosed “shingles.” 
This responded well medical treatment but was followed 
partial loss hearing the right ear. personality 
change had been noted although the wife had found him 
somewhat vague response questions during recent 
months but attributed this preoccupation with problems 
work. There was history hypertension, cardiovas- 
cular disease, head trauma. The family history was one 
longevity. 

Upon hospital admission, the patient was fairly alert but 
was impossible determine his orientation. was able 
respond with simple “yes” “no” correctly simple 
questions and his enunciation was normal, but was 
aphasic the recollection names simple objects. 
When tried converse, the phrases were completely

garbled. There was definite right homonymous hemianop- 
sia. The fundi showed early left papilledema and Grade 
arteriosclerotic changes. The gag and right scrotal reflexes 
were absent, the plantar reflex was extension the right 
and unresponsive the left. There was clumsiness and 
incoordination movement simple command. Definite 
weakness the right upper extremity was found. The 
temperature was normal, the pulse and the blood pressure 
the right arm 170/100, and the left, 160/80. Minimal 
peripheral evidence atherosclerosis was found. There 
were good pulsations the extremities and both carotid 
arteries. 

The hemoglobin was 16.3 gm., the hematocrit per cent, 
the white blood cell count 13,350, with differential 
neutrophils per cent, lymphocytes per cent, monocytes 
per cent, and normal platelets. The prothrombin time was 
less than per cent normal, and the patient was 
promptly given intravenous vitamin oxide mg. The 
following morning prothrombin time had risen per 
cent, and was given another mg. vitamin oxide. 
Skull x-ray films showed shift the pineal the right, 
deepening the sella turcica consistent with increased 
intracranial pressure, and haziness the right frontal and 
maxillary sinuses suggestive sinusitis, The electroen- 
cephalogram showed great deal random moderate-to- 
high potential slow 5-7 cps. activity, and difference be- 
tween hemispheres with higher potential slow 1-3 cps. 
waves appearing primarily over the left frontal and temporal 
central regions. 

During the night admission, the patient’s condition 
deteriorated rather rapidly that the following morning 
could aroused only upon stimulation. right central 
facial weakness appeared, positive right Babinski, 
and increased weakness the right upper extremity. 
cerebral arteriogram gave evidence space-occupying 
lesion the left parieto-occipital region. About noontime 
was taken the operating room. left temporal bone 
flap was turned and the dura found moderately tight. After 
diagnostic and treatment procedures, was returned 
the ward good condition. Because some difficulty 
controlling bleeding during surgery, another mg. 
vitamin oxide was administered and prothrombin time 
the completion surgery was per cent normal. 
His postoperative course was rapidly downhill one asso- 
ciated with dilated and fixed pupils, Cheyne-Stokes breath- 
ing, fluid the tracheobronchial tree and frequent episodes 
decerebrate rigidity. expired one day following 
surgery.

During 1957 complete building two blocks away from 
present headquarters became available for purchase, and 
the Trustees the California Medical Association has 
arranged purchase this building cost $325,000. 
Occupancy anticipated July, 1959, later, dependent 
the ability the present owners construct and occupy 
new building for their purposes. 

The new building, located 693 Sutter Street, ideally 
adapted the needs the Association and will require 
minimum internal construction readily usable for 
purposes. While large part the building wil! 
available for leasing other tenants the outset, the 
building will provide ample space for future expansion 
Association activities. 

The Executive Secretary carried negotiations for this 
purchase and secured, for the Executive Committee and 
special committee appointed it, expert opinions from 
bankers, real estate and construction executives. the 
basis the unanimous approval these experts, the 
decision was made purchase this property. 

Under remodeling work going the close 1957, 
the offices the Cancer Commission will become part 
the headquarters office. 

The addition the medical director the Cancer 
Commission and his secretary the main office will bring 
the office staff six men and thirteen women. the Los 
Angeles office the staff consists one man and three 
women. 

pointed out previous reports, this staff minimal 
and additional employees will continue needed 
meet the growing demand the Association. for added 
activities. Such personnel additions will made required 
and the budget prepared for the coming year will take such 
needs into account. 


Los Angeles Office. The Los Angeles office located 
417 South Hill Street, downtown Los Angeles. 
serves primarily headquarters for the director public 
relations and the director Postgraduate Activities. Due 
expanded need for space, especially for the postgraduate 
work, new quarters have been secured building now 
under construction 2975 Wilshire Blvd. This space will 
occupied February 1958, Mr. Clancy, Mrs. 
and two secretaries and will provide adequate space 
for their current needs. 


Equipment. The Association requires good deal 
mechanical equipment handle its administrative work. 
Practically every employee needs typewriter, 
other machines calculating machines, check writers, 
mimeograph and addressograph represent sizable invest 
ments. All equipment has been kept top working condi- 
tion and periodic replacements have been made out- 
moded outworn equipment. major investment 1957 
was new addressograph machine, replace one 
after about active years, could longer handle the 
work load. standard policy provide maintenance 
contracts all equipment means keeping top 
condition. 
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Membership. November 1957, the date specified 
the By-Laws governing the allocation members 
the House Delegates, the Association listed 15,130 active 
members, increase 705 members, 4.9 per cent, over 
the preceding November This membership will entitle 
the Association one additional Delegate and Alternate 
the American Medical Association 1958; these elections 
will scheduled the agenda the House Delegates.

Financial. Complete financial reports, submitted 
certified public accountants for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1957, appear elsewhere this issue under the Report 
the Treasurer. This report will point out only few 
the major financial items during that fiscal period. 

The Association closed its 1957 fiscal year with balance 
$58,414 after all This compares with balance 
$12,977 for the preceding fiscal year. The difference 
accounted for increase $67,142 income and 
increase only $21,725 

The independent auditors break down the Association’s 
income into the categories dues, exhibitors’ rentals, 
postgraduate receipts and interest and miscellaneous in- 
come. Each these categories showed increased income 
for the 1957 fiscal year over the 1956 period. Dues increased 
5.6 per cent, exhibit income went 15.5 per cent, post- 
graduate fees were 83.3 per cent higher and miscellaneous 
receipts gained 19.2 per cent. 

Similar categories are set the auditors for expen- 
These are broken down into administrative ex- 
penses, scientific-educational-public relations, and 
NIA MEDICINE. 
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For the 1957 fiscal period, administrative expenses de- 
clined 13.8 per cent from the preceding year, scientific- 
educational-public relations costs increased per cent and 
publication costs went 8.6 per cent, Detailed figures are 
shown the auditors’ report another page. 

MEDICINE enjoyed its most prosperous year 
date, with surplus $26,965 for the 1957 fiscal year, 
gain 8.5 per cent from the net surplus $24,858 for 
the preceding year. 

Loans outstanding the close the 1957 period 
amounted $208,777, representing amounts advanced 
several blood banks, Audio-Digest Foundation and 
members who were victims the late 1955 floods. Repay- 
ments are being made the blood bank and flood loans, 
which are expected self-liquidating over the years. 
These loans are advanced with interest requirements, 
authorization the Council the House Delegates. 


The journal again maintained 
its high position among state medical journals during 1957 
and additional improvements and features are being con- 
sidered. State medical journals are, their very nature, 
handicapped comparison with national specialty pub- 
lications but strives constantly 
make its contents more interesting and, simultaneously, its 
advertising pages more attractive. interesting note 
that, whereas the journal was withdrawn from national 
advertising sales group 1946 because too rigid adver- 
tising requirements, today its advertising standards appear 
the highest the country. vigilant screening com- 
mittee surveys all advertising copy submitted and enforces 
regulations which are not honored many other publi- 
cations. 


Commissions and Committees. The headquarters office 
has again given all requested services the many com- 
missions and committees which carry C.M.A. business. 
The volume work this field constantly expanding 
and plans are under way centralize all commission work 
one responsible employee and add such personnel 
may needed provide complete services for all 
commissions and committees. 


Public Relations. The Executive Secretary continues 
work with Messrs. Clancy and Glenn Gillette, the 
two-man team that handles public relations. This activity 
includes great deal personal service county medical 
societies which are faced with special problems. Public 
relations, legislative and legal personnel are all available 
such instances and the teamwork between these branches 
excellent. While most the larger county societies employ 
their own personnel, the smaller societies are more de- 
pendent the state organization for assistance local 
matters. The larger societies are also given every possible 
assistance when required. The report the Director 
Public Relations, published elsewhere this issue, gives 
more detailed account activities during the past year. 


Annual Session. Arrangements are being completed 
the 1957 year-end for the 1958 Annual Session. Originally 
scheduled held San Francisco, this meeting was 
switched Los Angeles avoid conflict with the 
1958 meeting. For 1959, the meeting will held San 
Francisco and will scheduled for late February, about 
two months earlier the year than usual. The earlier date 
appears offer better opportunities for securing top quality 
guest speakers, 

The 1958 meeting will witness the advent new type 
scientific meeting, series postgraduate courses for 
which other organizations plan give postgraduate train- 
ing credit. Admission fees will charged for these courses, 


which have been jointly arranged the Committee 
Postgraduate Activities, the Committee Scientific Work 
and the medical schools the University California 
Los Angeles, University Southern California and the 
College Medical Evangelists. 


Difficulty has been encountered this year securing 
sufficient space for meetings and exhibits, due restric- 
tions enforced hotel management and fire authorities. 
However, the best arrangements possible with the space 
available will worked out for the convenience all 
attending the session. 


10. Structural Study. During 1957 the Council 
authorized the retention Robert Heller Associates 
Cleveland, make study the functions, operations and 
structure the Association. This study was completed 
December and copies the conclusions and recommenda- 
tions were made available members the Council. 

the structural side this study, the surveyors reviewed 
such items proportional representation the Council, 
the size the House Delegates and the methods elect- 
ing officers and A.M.A. delegates, The Heller studies 
these items were confined statistical analyses for the most 
part, since constitutional study committee review these 
matters has been established result 1957 action 
the House Delegates. This committee expected 
report its findings and recommendations the 1958 House. 


functions and operations the Association, the 
Heller survey has presented numerous conclusions and 
recommendations. These are being studied special 
committee appointed the Chairman the Council and 
the findings this committee will presented the 
Council for action. The administrative staff the Asso- 
ciation ready institute any procedures outlined this 
study and approved the Council. 


Other Items. Many additional items have occupied the 
time the administrative staff during 1957. Included are 
the Medicare program, the new program medical care for 
public welfare recipients, additional fee schedule studies, 
the new industrial fee schedule and conferences with labor 
and management representatives for labor health and wel- 
fare programs. The office has prepared many studies for 
standing special committees, has 
research and fact-finding for the office survey and num- 
erous ways has worked with the Officers, Councilors, Com- 
mission and Committee members and many others. Indica- 
tive this type endeavor the fact that the Heller study 
shows that the central office employees are engaged 
some extent work for behalf the various 
commissions and committees. the past, the policy 
the office assist any way possible any activities 
approved the official bodies the Association. 


12. conclusion, the thanks the Executive 
Secretary are extended the many Officers, Councilors, 
Commission and Committee members and chairmen and the 
many individual physicians who contribute much each 
year the working the Association. The interested mem- 
bers who are willing devote their personal time and 
energy toward the betterment the entire group are 
deserving the heartfelt thanks all members. 


Many thanks are also extended the loyal and tireless 
employees who comprise the staff. Without their 
willing help all times the functions the office would 
much more difficult handle.

REPORT LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


the President and the House Delegates: 

The Legal Department submits the following report cov- 
ering the interval between the 1957 annual session and the 
time the submission this report January, 1958. 

During the past year have attended all meetings 
the House Delegates, the Council, and the Executive 
Committee, well meetings various commissions, 
standing committees, and special committees the Asso- 
ciation; and have also prepared and submitted opinions 
variety subjects, requested the Association 
its officers its component societies. 

Professional Liability: 

December, 1957, the District Court Appeal, First 
Appellate District, decided one the most important med- 
ical malpractice cases come before the California courts 
long time. The case involved Martin Salgo, who sued 
San Francisco hospital and leading cardiovascular 
surgeon. The facts were these: 

Martin Salgo suffered from leg cramps which his per- 
sonal physician determined were caused advanced gen- 
eral arteriosclerosis, The physician referred Salgo Dr. 
specialist cardiovascular surgery. After examination 
Dr. diagnosed probable occlusion the abdominal 
aorta and decided upon aortogram, which was performed 
Hospital. Aortograms were taken routinely and showed 
calcification the abdominal aorta iliac and femoral 
vessels, The next morning Salgo was unable move from 
the waist down. soon became clear that had transverse 
myelitis. was permanent paraplegic. stated, the 
aortography had been routine. Two x-rays had been taken 
following two injections sodium urokon. There was 
clear-cut explanation for Salgo’s paralysis. Nothing that 
occurred deviated from standard procedure the hospital. 

Salgo sued and the trial his attorney relied the doc- 
trine res ipsa loquitur (the thing speaks for itself). also 
contended that Dr. personally should have performed 
the procedure instead having done the resident 
staff and that Dr. had failed warn Salgo the risks 
involved aortography. addition, claimed that the 
manufacturer’s recommended quantity the contrast fluid 
had been exceeded and that was negligence for physi- 
cian fail abide the manufacturer’s recommendations. 

The trial judge concurred all the contentions 
Salgo’s attorney and instructed the jury accordingly. Result 
$250,000 verdict. 

appeal, the District Court Appeal held: 


(1) That was error tell the jury that res ipsa 
loquitur applied matter law. Instead, the jury 
should have been told that was decide the 
basis the evidence whether not “the thing speaks for 
itself.” The court pointed out that matter law res 
ipsa loquitur only applies where matter common 
knowledge among laymen among medical men that 
particular injury does not occur unless someone has been 
negligent. The court said that this case was not shown 
that either laymen physicians knew that paralysis only 
followed aortography someone was negligent. said that 
laymen don’t even know what aortography is, much less 
what happens, and the mere fact that the patient was 
anesthetized warranted res ipsa loquitur then intolerable 
burden would imposed physicians. 


(2) the question absence Dr. during portions 
the aortography, the court said: “We find evidence 
which would make Dr. liable, therefore, the absence 
agreement, express implied, that Dr. himself 
would perform [the aortography].” 
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(3) With respect the manufacturer’s brochure the 
court held that jury may consider such brochure along 
with other evidence deciding whether physician has 
failed meet the standard care but that where there 
that physicians customarily depart from the manu- 
facturer’s recommendations, such departure not “ex- 
periment.” effect, the court held that the recommenda- 
tions the manufacturer are relevant one factor the 
determination proper care but not controlling factor. 


(4) Finally, the court said that was error instruct 
the jury that physician must all cases inform patient 
the risks involved. The court said that physicians owe 
their patients primary duty honest and straight- 
forward, but that medical men have the right “to handle 
each patient individual and use discretion consistent 
with the disclosure facts sufficient for informed consent.” 

This case the first instance many years which 
California appellate court has taken cognizance the long- 
range public detriment involved applying harsh puni- 
tive rules conduct may mark turning 
point the long-continued trend that first started the 
1930’s toward holding physicians liable damages when- 
ever bad result occurs, irrespective fault. 

another area professional liability, Has been our 
privilege during the past year participate the joint 
meetings the California State Bar and California Medical 
Association liaison committees’ deliberations the problem 
expert testimony medical malpractice cases. the 
February, 1958, issue there will 
published joint article Dr. Francis West, C.M.A. 
president-elect, and Mr. James Archer San Diego, chair- 
man the State Bar committee, that outlines the joint 
Medical Association-Bar Association recommendations for 
the establishment physician-expert panels 
basis throughout the state, such panels available 
within certain prescribed rules for consultation attorneys 
and their clients who have real fancied grievance 
against physician. 

This system has been effect for several years Los 
Angeles County. All available evidence indicates that 
has not stimulated malpractice suits that county, but 
that the contrary has tended stop the unwarranted 
suit before gets started. 

Clearly, calculated risk the part the medical 
profession offer effect furnish evidence against 
However, doing the profession gains the inestimable 
value proving the public deed rather than 
words its good faith and its real desire assure the public 
fair play and “fair shake” those instances which 
patient feels aggrieved. 

Public relations-wise, parallels the actions county 
medical societies during the past decade establishing 
public service committees, insurance mediation committees, 
and professional committees, available for the 
impartial investigation and mediation disputes between 
physician and patient regarding fees and other matters. 
application this principle the field pro- 
fessional liability. 


Medical-Legal Relations—Inter-Profession Codes and Im- 
partial Medical Testimony: 


During the past year great deal time and effort has 
been devoted study and discussion the ways and 
means improve the day day relationship physicians 
and lawyers. Several states and quite few counties outside 
California have established mutual agreement 
medical and bar associations inter-profession codes con- 
duct that delineate the proper behavior between lawyers and 
physicians when their professional paths cross. 
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Under the able guidance Mr. Frederick Field, legal 
counsel the Los Angeles County Medical Association, the 
Los Angeles County Bar and Medical Associations have 
just established the first California inter-professional code. 
While the mere establishment code conduct does 
not and itself solve conflicts and misunderstandings, 
least serves beginning toward solution, and 
creates definitive rules that can turned when doubt 
and that can used when attorney physician 
“steps out line.” The very fact that bar and medical 
associations have undertaken mutually study and under- 
stand the inter-relationship the practices Law and 
Medicine, great step forward. 

recognized that many physicians legal appearances 
will never rival the attraction game. 
However, possible through mutual understanding and 
courteous behavior make the physician’s contacts with 
the law palatable. 

The New York experience impartial medical testimony 
has now received official approval the American Bar 
Association, and currently under study several areas 
this state. The system involves medical panel selected 
the local medical society, available judges all per- 
sonal injury cases. The panel physician adviser the 
judge. This system New York has tremendously decreased 
the cases which physician pitted against physician 
the witness stand, and has substantially increased the num- 
ber personal injury suits that are settled pretrial 
conferences. The panel physicians’ medical findings are 
accepted the judge, and both litigants find themselves 
impelled reach common agreement. 

1957 the House Delegates adopted resolution 
encouraging the establishment the impartial medical 
testimony system California. Progress being made, and 
hoped that time will have being. 


Legislative: 


During the first six months 1957 the Legislature was 
session and tremendous amount time was necessarily 
devoted the analysis bills and amendments, advising 
the Legislative Committee, appearances before committees, 
and multitude emergency decisions that must made 
day day while the Legislature acting upon literally 
thousands bills. The report the Legislative Committee 
will doubt into detail. 

All that wish point out this report that the 
volume legislation grows year year, and there 
sign the horizon any diminution. 

Since the adjournment the Legislature, number 
interim committees are functioning busily investigating 
subjects for future legislation. Several these are par- 
ticular interest medicine. 

Senate interim committee studying possible reorgan- 
ization the Department Profession and Vocational 
Standards. This the department which the Board 
Medical Examiners located. 

Another Senate interim committee studying possible 
cancer control legislation. 

Assembly interim committee studying the matter 
health and welfare benefits for state employees. 


Another Assembly interim committee has been studying 
the subject diploma mills. 


Last year our report the House Delegates spelled 
out considerable detail the cultist problems California, 
and stressed the fact that quack schools issuing phony 
diplomas must exterminated are achieve any 
effective elimination the faker the healing arts. 
have therefore followed with great interest the public hear- 


ings the Assembly Interim Committee Education. 
hoped that from this committee will stem legislative 
enactments that will cut off the source supply many 
types quack healer. 


Miscellaneous: 


Numerous other legal matters involving the Association 
have arisen during the past year. enumerate them would 
unduly lengthen this report. 

addition the writer this report, Messrs. George 
Smith, Alan Bonnington, and Robert Huber our 
firm have devoted great deal time and effort the 
legal affairs the Association throughout the year. Much 
credit due them.

REPORT THE COUNCIL 


the President and the House Delegates: 

The Council the California Medical Association held 
six meetings during 1957 for total days. addition, 
reviewed the actions voted the Executive Committee 
its six meetings. Schedules were set the spring 
the year call for Council and Executive Committee meet- 
ings two-month intervals each, staggered that each 
month there was meeting one the other. 

Attendance these meetings was practically 100 per 
cent. Also, the executive secretaries of county societies, 
representatives the five medical schools, C.P.S. officials, 
representatives several departments the State Cali- 
fornia and the chairmen members various commis- 
sions and committees attended Council meetings and thus 
were enabled maintain liaison with the Council. 

All minutes these meetings were published 
FORNIA MEDICINE soon possible following the meet- 
ings. The Council’s policy minutes approve the 
minutes each meeting the next succeeding meeting. 

Some the principal items which came before the 
Council for discussion action during the past year are 
listed below: 


Legislation. The Council reviewed numerous legislative 
proposals early the year, when the State Legislature went 
into its biennial general session. Decisions were reached 
number items, some which were initiated the 
Association. The report the Chairman the Committee 
Legislation will give additional details individual 
measures. The principal item advanced the Association 
was cancer control bill, aimed providing scientific 
evaluation cancer treatments remedies. This measure 
was not passed the Legislature but was referred 
interim committee which, the close the year, en- 
gaged holding public hearings. hoped that out 
these hearings may come measure which will have legis- 
lative support and which will serve promote the scientific 
evaluation cancer treatments and eliminate those which, 
without merit, prey upon the public. 


Crippled Children’s Act. The Council reviewed some 
the provisions under which services are rendered 
patients under the Crippled Children’s Act. was the 
decision the Council that per diem payments for certain 
hospital services should not considered including the 
services physicians but that these physicians should 
entitled reimbursed individually for their services. 
This decision reiterated the policy adopted numerous 
occasions along similar lines. 

Governor’s Conference Rehabilitation. The Council 
voted cooperate with Governor Goodwin Knight and 
with other organizations sponsoring the Governor’s Con- 
ference Rehabilitation. representative the Asso- 
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ciation was named member the steering committee 
for this conference and the Association contributed modest 
sum, because the unavailability state funds, help 
the financing the conference. 


Governor’s Conference Traffic Safety. The Council 
also approved participation the Governor’s Conference 
Traffic Safety and the Association was honored the 
selection Doctor Francis West San Diego, C.M.A. 
President-Elect, the keynote speaker for this conference. 
This the first time the medical profession has been 
recognized factor the promotion greater safety 
our highways. 


Medical Review and Advisory Board. The program 
the Medical Review and Advisory Board has been one 
the most active all Association projects during 1957. The 
Council has received and reviewed numerous reports from 
this body and has studied and passed upon number 
individual items considered the board. 
have been several psychological studies among both patients 
and physicians, liaison with the California State Bar the 
formation panels expert witnesses for professional 
liability cases, the review insurance contract terms and 
the reporting suits filed threatened. 1957 ends, 
the board has three psychological studies under way, in- 
cluding one covering hospital cases, one patient attitudes 
and one persons involved professional liability actions. 
There also under way program assembling, for 
record and statistical purposes, information professional 
liability suits the stages filing threatening. 

Since much this work being done here for the first 
time, obvious that decisions must reached 
empirical basis, with the hope that various avenues 
approach this important subject will prove themselves 
either with without merit. Such decisions are not 
easily reached and the Council has adopted policy 
moving slowly considering many suggested approaches 
the problem. 

later Council meetings expected that definite 
plans will made secure the personnel needed for this 
board’s work and put additional programs into effect. 
Minutes the coming Council meetings will report any 
progress made, 


Blood Banking. During 1957 the Fresno County Medi- 
cal Society assumed the operation Central California 
Blood Bank, through its executive secretary, Roy Jensen, 
who now administrator the bank. The county medical 
society offices have been moved into the blood bank building 
for added convenience. pleasing note that the blood 
bank serving larger volume blood its area than 
the two former banks delivered and that its operations for 
the past year have resulted surplus which available 
for meeting 

The Council has instructed the Committee Blood 
Banking develop set standards apply all blood 
banks which seek approval sponsorship the Associa- 
tion. Such principles will reviewed the Council when 
offered, with the expectation they will provide guides for 
the maintenance sound rules which will serve the public 
and assure proper and adequate medical supervision over 
this vital function. 


Medicare. The Medicare program was effect through- 
out 1957, during which time the Council approved several 
suggested revisions the contract between the Association 
and the Army. The current contract will reopened for 
negotiation February, 1958, which time additional 
revisions will sought. Among other things the Council 
approved the establishment fees for anesthetic services 
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predicted, California shows the greatest usage under this 
program any state. 


Medical Care for Public Assistance Recipients. new 
medical care program which has proved controversial 
several areas California the plan for recipients 
public welfare assistance. The Council, faced with the 
knowledge that this program would enacted into law 
regardless any opposition, confined its efforts directing 
the emphasis the program home and office visits and 
the suggestion that California Physicians’ Service provide 
the administrative machinery under established fee 
schedule. When legal interpretation showed that each 
county must decide for itself whether use the services 
C.P.S. handle its own administration, C.P.S. was chosen 
the agency counties and the local welfare depart- 
ment the other 23. Physicians some counties have 
voted withdraw their services from this program while 
still guaranteeing that the welfare recipients would 
given needed medical services through either private 
public auspices. apparent that 1958 will see consider- 
able discussion this program and that the Council will 
called upon for further deliberations this score. 


Group Insurance. When additional types group in- 
surance for members the Association were offered for 
Council consideration, the Council voted withhold any 
consideration these matters and seek the opinion the 
county societies what types, any, group insurance 
should sponsored the Association and which should 
left the county societies.

Space which will not immediately 
needed for Association activities will available for rentals 
other groups, several which have already expressed 
interest being located proximity the Association’s 
offices. This purchase will completed July 1959, 
which time the aggregate purchase price $325,000 will 
paid. The Council confident that the availability 
adequate office space will tend greater efficiency all 
C.M.A. operations. 
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13. Annual Sessions. The Council approved recommenda- 
tions the Committee Scientific Work (1) provide 
for postgraduate training sessions during the Annual Ses- 
sion, with fee attached, and (2) change the method 
reimbursing guest speakers for expenses and honoraria. 
The Council also approved the setting annual session 
dates February each year, means eliminating 
conflicting meeting dates and providing improved programs. 
The first such meeting scheduled for San Francisco 
February, 1959, 


14. 1957 House Delegates. The Council has considered 
all resolutions referred the 1957 House Delegates

One the most profound problems recent 
times has been the steadily increasing intervention the 
federal government into activities which directly affect our 
daily lives. While considered some the end the 
beginning and others the beginning the end, this 
intervention affords definite challenge the thinking 
way this more striking than the field 
medical practice which its ultimate form becomes social- 
ized medicine. 

All branches government have intervened the 
practice medicine throughout the years. the federal 
level, Public Health, Veterans Administration and military 
hospitals have been built and funds have been channeled 
the programs such Veterans Hometown Care, Medicare 
and those called for under the Social Security Act. the 
state California, this intervention can easily seen 
various state hospitals and state programs such Industrial 
Accident Program, the Crippled Children’s Program, and 
those directed county and city administrations. 

Aside from the growing number agencies which have 
gradually become part this governmental intervention, 
the number different groups included has also been 
expanded include the victims industrial accidents, 
the physically handicapped and the indigent. with this 
last category that federal and state governments have made 
their most recent advances into the practice medicine 
through the Forand Bill which now before Congress and 
the California Public Assistance Medical Care Program. 

With the passage 7225 and State Assembly Bill 
679 early 1957, the California Medical Association was 
faced with two alternative courses action. The American 
Medical Association gave advice suggestions. 
was therefore necessary for take one course the 
other—either cooperate with the state authorities and try 
keep the control under the private practitioner with 
free choice doctors and fee for service, the other 
alternative was oppose the program. 

Opposition the program would have caused the state 
build geriatric and pediatric clinics staffed state 
employed physicians and would have allowed closed panel 
systems contract for care and turn the treatment these 
public assistance recipients over fringe practitioners. This 
left little choice the Council the California Medical 
The decision cooperate has been criticized 
from many sources, many groups have withdrawn from the 
program; however, with the fine liaison that exists between 
the California Medical Association and the State Depart- 
ment Social Welfare, believe the objectional features 
will ironed out and the program will relatively

the next session the Legislature. Despite the fact 
that the bill was not passed this session, the opinion 
the Cancer Commission that the wide publicity given 
the matter accomplished great deal good. result 
the efforts the volunteers the American Cancer 
Society, California Division, excellent coverage the news- 
papers, radio and television stations was obtained. Thus 
the public was provided with extensive and accurate infor- 
mation concerning the cancer quackery problem. 


The principal opposition the bill came from known 
unconventional practitioners the State California, and 
others elsewhere. fact, the matter became national 
interest result the widespread publicity given it. 
was evident that the unconventional practitioners through- 
out the country were following the course the proposed 
legislation closely. Soon after the bill failed pass the 
Senate, increased number unconventional methods 
and practitioners began appear California. Recently 
Harry Hoxsey Dallas, Texas, has announced that his 
method treatment available Los Angeles, and 
have information the effect that being supplied 
fair number patients that area. How many these 
are suffering from cancer unknown, but believe that 
sizable number either have cancer are convinced that 
they have it. 


The Senate Interim Committee now studying this problem 
has held several hearings and appears probable that will 
propose bill combat cancer quackery the next session 
the Legislature. The Cancer Commission will attempt 
keep the medical profession informed either directly 
through the appropriate agencies the California Medical 
Association. The Council the C.M.A. approved the legisla- 
tion introduced the last session the Legislature. 
hoped that the Senate Interim Committee will recommend 
equally effective action, which will curb quackery and 
preserve the freedom medical practice 
Such bill should and must receive full support the 
membership the C.M.A. Good legislation this field 
vital the protection the public. second failure 
achieve would serve invitation quacks all 
varieties come California. Therefore, are asking 
your wholehearted support eliminate the menace the 
cancer 
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The Cancer Commission wishes express its appreciation 
Dr. Dan Kilroy, chairman the Committee Legisla- 
tion and Public Relations, and Mr. Ben Read and Mr. 
Eugene Salisbury the Public Health League for their 
diligent and commendable efforts behalf this legis- 
lation. 

The Cancer Commission continues receive many in- 
quiries from the medical profession and the public concern- 
ing various cancer treatment methods. attempt has been 
made direct the public competent medical care and 
advise the medical profession, with such information 
have hand, concerning the various unconventional 
methods. The brochure entitled “Unconventional Cancer 
Treatment Methods” continues popular and the state 
medical associations Michigan and Texas have asked and 
have been given permission reprint under their own 
sponsorship. 

The Medical Director, conjunction with the Bureau 
Food and Drug Inspections the State California De- 
partment Public Health, assisted the Michigan Cancer 
Coordinating Committee the preparation cancer 
quack exhibit which was shown the annual meeting 
the Michigan State Medical Society. 

Doctors Cline, Garland and Wood are active members 
the American Cancer Society’s national Committee New 
and Unproved Methods Treatment, which studying the 
cancer quackery problem the national level. 

The Medical Director has been privileged sit the 
deliberations this committee. The Committee Diag- 
nosis and Therapy the National Research Council (Dr. 
Henry Garland, chairman) has been dissolved, and the 
functions and files this committee have been turned over 
the American Cancer Society’s Committee New and 
Unproved Methods Treatment. This addition the very 
valuable and extensive file the American Cancer Society 
now makes this the largest collection cancer quack in- 
formation the country. 

Other activities the Cancer Commission may sum- 
marized follows: 


Consultative Tumor Boards. Several new Tumor Boards 
have been established during the year, bringing the total 
Tumor Boards now active operation California. 
the opinion the Cancer Commission that the Tumor 
Boards continue function potent professional educa- 
tional tool addition offering consultation service 
the practicing physician faced witha difficult tumor problem. 

The American Cancer Society, California Division, con- 
tinues give financial support several the Tumor 
Boards approved the Cancer Commission. believe 
the money well spent and certain instances the 
Tumor Boards could not function properly these funds 
were not available. 


Cancer Conferences. During the past year sixteen can- 
cer conferences were presented meetings county medi- 
cal societies. wide variety subjects was covered the 
course these meetings. Members the teaching staffs 
the medical schools California made most the 
presentations. are fortunate that men this caliber 
are willing participate our cancer conferences. 
wish express our appreciation them for the time and 
effort they devote this project. total faculty 
members participated conferences during the past year. 
propose continue these conferences the future 
and plans for the 1958 series have been largely completed. 

Tumor Tissue Registry. The Registry continues 
function actively and continues acquire new and inter- 
esting cases. Two state-wide slide conferences have been 
conducted the Registry during the past year. Both were

very successful. One dealt with malignancies the genito- 
urinary tract and the other was malignancies the eye. 
The monthly slide collections have great value patholo- 
gists. The Registry has received widespread commendation 
and are now sending study sets not only the patholo- 
gists California, but those many other states.

gives complete report the organization and functions 
the Central Tumor Registry. The Cancer Commission 
currently cooperating with the Central Tumor Registry 
research project which should result valuable informa- 
tion for the medical profession. hope give this report 
wide distribution when completed. 


American Cancer Society, California Division. The 
Medical Director continues act medical consultant 
the California Division his capacity Medical and 
Scientific Director the Division.

Committee Blood Banks 


The work the Committee Blood Banks during 1957 
was mostly concerned with developing standards for spon- 
sorship system banks C.M.A. and with affairs the 
California Blood Bank System and the Pacific District 
the American Association Blood Banks. 


Meetings: meeting the committee was held San 
Francisco January 12, 1957. Policies and recommenda- 
tions were set forth presented the California Blood 
Bank System its annual meeting Millbrae Feb- 
ruary. The members the committee attended this annual 
meeting the California Blood Bank System and the Pa- 
cific District. important issue this meeting was whether 
not the California Blood Bank System should out 
existence that the Pacific District Clearing House was 
organized and operating. The decision was that this would 
not advisable; although the C.B.B.S. was longer 
needed for clearing house purposes there was certainly 
much gained the exchange ideas both from the 
technical and administrative viewpoints. Therefore, the 
C.B.B.S. will continue for this function. 

Along with the development the Pacific District Clear- 
ing House has come the development the National Clear- 
ing House plan reciprocity that originated California 
and Florida. The entire country now divided into five 
district clearing houses all having reciprocity. 

The chairman attended meeting the board di- 
rectors the C.B.B.S. Los Angeles April 29, 
which time consideration was given blood bank ac- 
creditation the C.B.B.S. and further discussion stand- 
ards for sponsorship blood banks the C.M.A. 

The chairman the committee met with the Council 
the C.M.A. twice during the fall. its last meeting De- 
cember the committee finalized its thinking regarding the 
matter standards for C.M.A. sponsorship blood banks 
and the final report will submitted the Council the 
C.M.A. January February. hoped that this knotty 
problem will settled once and for all. 


Civil Defense: The Serum Albumin Project the 
F.C.D.A. contracted with the American Red Cross ran 
into serious difficulties because the “vanishing voluntary 
donor.” Eight out the twelve C.M.A.-sponsored banks co- 
operated this program considerable sacrifice them- 
selves. Although not all have met the assigned quotas, 
appears they have done well better than the average 
nationally. Because poor donor response has been neces- 
sary extend the program four months into 1958. 

Dr. John Upton, president the C.B.B.S and member 
the Governor’s Emergency Medical Advisory Committee, 
working out definite plans for cooperation the blood 
banks with Civil Defense authorities. 


Joint Blood Council: The Joint Blood Council having be- 
gun worthwhile project assembling information and 
statistics all blood collecting and dispensing agencies 
the United States and its territories requested that the med- 
ical profession informed this survey and its importance 
along with the other functions the Council. 

that end your chairman prepared editorial appear- 
ing the November issue CALIFORNIA MEDICINE. 

The twelve banks the system have continued give 
service their communities commendable fashion and 
number from the C.B.B.S. have been very active the 
national picture active membership committees and 
development the National Clearing House Program.

Committee Mental Health 


Since its conception 1953 and its inception 1955, 
the Committee Mental Health has had gradual onto- 
genesis. Legislation introduced psychologists has de- 
manded much effort and time. 1957, the Legislature en- 
acted Assembly Bill 2712, addition the Business and 
Professions Code which prescribes the terms upon which 
licenses may issued practitioners clinical psychol- 
ogy, creates examining board clinical psychology and 
prescribes its organization, duties and powers, and sets forth 
the duties and powers the State Board Medical Ex- 
aminers connection with clinical psychology, 
scribes penalties for violations thereof. This legislation has 
required and will continue require frequent, regular 
meetings the committee with both the examining board 
and the representatives the California State Psychological 
Association assist and guide the psychologists their 
relations medicine well assist the preparation 
any indicated legislative amendments. Liaison has been 
established. Because many members the respective groups 
have had long service, ease communication well 
familiarity with the past history the groups’ inter-rela- 
tionship facilitated. hoped this invaluable asset 
our C.M.A. committee, continuity service, will continue. 


Each the more than 1000 psychiatrists who are mem- 
bers both the C.M.A. and the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation was contacted the committee and asked de- 
vote his interest and attention the Community Mental 
Health Services Bill, also known the Short-Doyle Act, 
which was passed the 1957 Legislative session. This act 
has long demanded considerable committee attention, effort 
and time and these demands will continue, although some- 
what decreasing extent. The act permits any county city 
combination these, voluntarily and with the state 
matching dollar for dollar set autonomous local 
program establish enlarge outpatient clinics, general 
hospital inpatient services, and rehabilitation services for 
persons with psychiatric disorders. Informational, educa- 
tional, consultant and training features are authorized. 

Recently, the Committee Mental Health has instituted 
series meetings with the chairmen the mental health 
committees the county medical societies throughout the 
state assist them formulating their local mental health 
needs and integrating them into the Community Mental 
Health Services program. This interchange with county so- 
cieties under C.M.A. auspices has provided most desirable 
grass roots level liaison and communication. 

Because liaison and communication have been the key- 
notes this year’s committee activities, not only has effort 
been directed toward the grass roots, but also has been 
toward parallel organizations and central national ones. 
broad general way the American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion has national structure analogous the A.M.A. 
fornia blanketed three district branches the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association, the Northern, Central and 
Southern California Psychiatric Societies, which roughly 
correspond the C.M.A. some respects and other re- 
spects the county medical societies. Some members the 
committee hold key offices the state level district 
branches and the national levels the American Psychi- 
atric Association. This dual and sometimes triple “hatman- 


ship” has been especially useful and will become increas- 
ingly so. Liaison and communication within the are 
facilitated and strengthened the A.M.A. Council Men- 
tal Health which held its fourth annual meeting the 
mental health representatives the state medical associa- 
tions November, 1957, Chicago. The chairman the 
C.M.A. Committee Mental Health represented the C.M.A. 
this meeting which dealt with several crucial problems. 
Here again the principle continuity service and com- 
mittee membership were stressed for the reasons already 
mentioned above. hoped that all levels within the 
state, presidents organizations charged with the respon- 
sibility appointing committees and representatives 
mental health areas attempt set rotation and con- 
tinuity service system which will permit stability and 
long term service play key role. 

most profitable meeting with Doctor Marshall Porter, 
State Director Mental Hygiene, was held fostering coordi- 
nation C.M.A. and state psychiatric and mental hygiene 
efforts.

Committee Rehabilitation 


The Committee Rehabilitation, appointed the last 
general meeting the California Medical Association, has 
not yet met. The committee, however, has been active 
surveying all literature, publications and proposed legisla- 
tion relative rehabilitation order inform itself more 
adequately this problem. 

Most members the committee and total physi- 
cians attended the Governor’s Conference Rehabilitation 
Sacramento November 14, 1957. The opinions the 
various physicians who attended this conference will com- 
piled and digested into brochure for adequate distribution. 

general, the impression those who attended this con- 
ference was that good deal more formalized education 
this field was necessary, particularly the medical profes- 
sion. There was also rather general agreement that there 
much duplication the field rehabilitation and that 
probably the greatest efficiency this field will accom- 
plished some community effort other than rehabilita- 
tion center with its team*approach. seems unanimous 
opinion that the medical profession must take very active 
interest the entire field rehabilitation and that imme- 
diate steps are necessary stimulate community effort 
this direction, this subject arousing nationwide interest 
among many nonmedical groups and apparent that this 
interest going expand rapidly. the medical profession 
does not throw its efforts heartily into the rehabilitation 
problem, the medical side very likely relegated 
nonmedical agencies.

With the use this 
material, the C.M.A. and each constitutent county society, 
can adopt course procedure institute action pro- 
grams. The results from this study can also utilized 
various teaching centers. These results have indicated 
that: 


great majority our malpractice suits originate 
hospital cases. For this reason hospital studies are being 
made this time the bay area. These hospital studies 
consist interviews with everyone connected with the 
hospitals. Hospitals with good suit records will used 
well comparable number hospitals with poor suit 
records, and accurate analysis thus will possible. 


The jury study was started the fall 1957. Because 
certain court calendars, and desire have recent 
juries interviewed, has been found necessary shift most 
this study the Los Angeles area. Progress this 
satisfactory, and the findings will help show the reasons 
why juries make decisions for and against doctors reason 
their own past experiences, and also how various court 
room factors influence their decisions. 


Statistical study. report every malpractice case 
has been requested the Medical Review and Advisory 
Board. These reports are first made the insurance com- 
panies, and then followed special forms the 
county medical society wherein the malpractice case orig- 
inated. These reports are then coded and classified and 
still further information concerning the causes and incidents 
claims are obtained. 
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Realizing the need for close cooperation between the 
legal and medical professions, special liaison committee 
has been set cooperate with similar committee from 
the State Bar Association. These committees are composed 
leading representatives from various areas throughout 
the state. 


Regional medical panels have been set San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and San Diego. These panels are actively 
cooperating with the legal profession affording expert 
testimony the defense the doctor various malprac- 
tice suits, and defense the patient where felt 
that the patient needs protection against the doctor. Ade- 
quate publicity these two features the medical panels 
being sought for, and many good results have been 
obtained. The experiences these panels the larger 
centers will help formulating policies for the establish- 
ment similar panels other districts.

The Committee Maternal and Child Care has embarked 
upon program which calls for the establishment Sub- 
committees Maternal Mortality. The state has been 
divided into four districts and the Maternal Mortality 
Committee has been set each district.

The success failure the public relations efforts for 
the entire profession, how its high ideals dedication 


service the public are interpreted, can best measured 
the California press; not inventory conducted 
ourselves! 

has long been the policy the Public Relations De- 
partment, working close harmony with the county soci- 
eties, encourage the development basic programs 
public service. 

has been the experience the department that the 
press, without press-agentry pressures, will commend what 
good. Likewise (and would have other way), 
pressures will not prevent just criticisms. 

Here then what the press had say about during 
the past year; how editors evaluated our efforts: 


From the Los Angeles Examiner: 


the most gratifying improve- 
ments recent years the formerly sensitive relationship 
between the public and the medical profession, has been 
the constructively enlightened attitude the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association.

“This alone did much erase long-standing and ground- 
less suspicions ‘doctors’ cliques,’ overpricing, fee-splitting, 
incompetence and ‘being kept the dark’ through the 
hush-hush secrecy that used cloak all medical activity. 

“The association has thus realized that patients are 
people, that they want the truth much they want 
effective treatment, and that the farther the truth spread 
the better for the medical profession and the people’s health. 

“To have done this means the least triumph 
scientific age.” 


The “transformation” medical public relations resulted 
this editorial the Stockton Record: 


“This kind enterprise (mobilizing county society 
meet possible outbreak Asian flu) has become com- 
monplace recent years. Nevertheless, does represent 
transformation the past decade professional society 
whose activities and interests seldom touched the public 
previously. Some the ventures which come mind are 
the mass program inoculation against polio, standardiza- 
tion fees, provision for adjustment patient’s complaints, 
the establishment foundation provide medical group 
insurance, operation the blood donor center, leadership 
the artery bank, and numerous services public and 
private agencies. Always the profession medicine has 
been essential the community, but this healing role has 
been vastly enlarged the doctors applied their organiza-

This preponderantly positive public relations score demon- 
strates that the profession’s basic program “long range 
policy”; that good performance today encourages better 
performance tomorrow and augurs well for Medicine’s pub- 
lic acceptance next year—and the next!
